— as we always predicted it would end — 
ia the triumph of the I'lnme Oompany 
and the discomfiture of those who invad- 
ed their rights. Chief Justice Needbam, 
after a patient hearing of six days, has 
decided — as wo always beiiered and said 
he would decide— upon the side of justice 
and truth. J3y tlio terms of this decision, 
all tlic jurai)ed ground will have to be 
Burrendcred by the "Canadian" and 
'Sparrowbawk" companies to the rigiitful 
owners, together with all the gold taken 
from the claims in dispute. Tliis is glors 
ions news. Apart from tbo interests of 
the Flume Company, there was a. great 
principle involved : the safety of every 
dollar invested in mines in the Colony 
hung upon this decision. Had the result 
been adverse to the Flume Company, we 
should have had similar cases to record 
daily.

The Decay or American Shipping. 

Thedocay of American shipbuilding 
during tho last few years has croatod 
in the public mind a fooling of oppo- 
sition to the Japanese policy which 
ezcludes veHSols built in a foreign 
country from engaging in tho coasting 
trade of the United Statcn. Several 
admirable letters and articles have 
lately appeared in Eastern exohangen 
on tbe pui ject. A writer in the Now 
York Journal of Commerce asserts that 
after tbirty years experience he is 
convinced that bis "Government can 
in no way benefit him more than by 
pm-iing a Pree Navigation Law." 
He complains that British Colonial 
vesHola command within a fraction a* 
high raloot fVu-ight as iho most expen- 
sive American Hhifis.
